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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's representatives express concern 
over the prior art (Wang). They repeatedly note that Wang fails to teach or suggest that a document may be displayed in it's entirety at a 
first location. This issue was expressed by the applicant's representative during an after final interview and in the current after final 
amendment. After reviewing the claim language and the Wang prior art, the examiner has deduced that Wang does in fact teach that a 
document may be displayed at a first location. Within the detailed description portion of the prior art, Wang teaches that a requesting 
device (equivalent to first location) can be an ATM machine or a computer terminal (column 4, lines 16-20, Wang). It is inherent that 
both an ATM machine or a computer terminal provide means by which to view data/documents. Furthermore, the Wang prior art goes 
on to teach that devices (ATM or computer terminal) permit users to transact business. Thus it is clear that first device not only has 
display means but also possess security means (such as digital signatures) since it is not possible to provide business transactions in a 
network without security means (such as digital signatures). 
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
